There I found the crow­ 
foot family was of the genus "ranun­ 
culus.” The third time the school bot­ 
any. in search of ranunculus. 
Here it 
is: 
“Ranunculus, 
herbaceous plants, 
with usually palmately or 
ternntely 
lobed leaves without stipules. 
Calyx 
of three to six, usually five, distinct 
sepals.” 
What a glorious science is 
botany, to be sure! 
Who cares a rap whether the ex­ 
quisite, duinty anemone's leaves have 
"stipules,” 
or 
anything 
ubout 
the 
“sepuls” of 
Its calyx? 
Botany, a* 
taught iu ordinary works on this sub 
Ject, makes the student a mere rutbleew 
dissector of flowers, nothing more. 
If there had been anything in scien­ 
tific botany to make people admire and 
cherish flowers, the exquisite wild blos­ 
soms scattered like gems over 
our 
whole country would not be. as they 
now are. iu danger of total extinction. 
The trailing arbutus, glory of spring 
and shedder of fragrance throughout 
all the eastern portion of this Union, 
Is vanishing so fa9t that unless we be­ 
gin to cultivate it extensively it Will 
l>e known only to the memory of old 
people. 
Ruthless hands have grabbed 
It out of the ground, roots and all, in 
order to sell it, without a thought that 
it could not grow’ again. 
The queenly, nodding red and yel­ 
low columbine that used to make glori­ 
ous the shaded rooks on hillsides - 
where is It now? 
The bright green, 
cheery jaek-in-the-pulpit, which tells us 
when the flrst breath of spring is here; 
the anemone, the gentian, the wild 
lady's slipper, the Dutchman's breech- j 
es. the purple flags, the marshmallow, 
the buttercup, the wild azalea and , 
scores of others—have at them with 
the rage of destruction!

EDWIN H. HUGHES, 
usually favorable because of his ac­ 
cession as chtef executive. 
The fac­ 
ulty for the coming year has been 
materially strengthened and the year's 
work is undertaken tinder auspices un­ 
usually favorable. 
To your correspondent President 
Hughes gives an interesting interview 
wherein he outlines* his views of the 
purpose of the college, which may be 
taken as an expression of the ideals 
he Is seeking to realize at DePauw: 
“The college should stand,” says 
President Hughes, "as a 
preparing 
agent between the theory and the prac­ 
tice of life 
To make the statement 
more human and personal, a college 
should carry the power that resides in 
young people out to meet the opportu­ 
nities that w-ait In the world. 
With 
these general 
conceptions all 
men 
would 
agree. 
The 
skeptic 
might 
query whether our average college was 
meeting this ideal, but he would not 
deny that the proper aim of a higher 
Institution is to unite the theoretic 
and the practical worlds. 
The Crux In the Problem. 
"The crux in the whole problem 
comes when methods are discussed. 
The strict advocates of the old class­ 
ical learning would not have admitted 
that the ancient languages were mere­ 
ly the luxuries and the trimmings of 
the 
intellectual 
life. 
They 
would 
rather have claiaied that the classical 
Btudles were the servants of a genuine 
practicalness 
Undoubtedly the old- 
fashioned courses were often too in­ 
flexible. 
Studies 
were 
sometimes 
pressed upon students quite without 
regard to tastes and aptitudes. 
It Is 
not to be wondered that a reaction 
came, and that now the passing fancy 
of the matriculate often selects the 
easy subjects and pays small heed to 
the matter of all-round development. 
But the point now urged Is, that the 
defender of the old fixed curriculum 
and the advicate of the new system of 
electives both claim that their plans 
made m**n more capable of dealing 
with the practical forces of the real 
world 
“Wo need not enter Into this debate. 


The promoter of elective studle# ha# 
had a large day; he has had even a 
ttecade of victory. Nor does any well- 
informed educator believe that the 
regime of inflexible courses will ever 
be fully reinstated. 
There are. how­ 
ever, some signs and influences that 
portend a slight reaction. 
Indiana 
has many colleges. 
The Cecil Rhodes 
scholarship calls for a careful training 
In both Latin and Greek. 
It is a sig- 
nlflnaut 
that o n lv J b r # » In d ia n a 


students TrreeeritfeI3 thomselvca for-the 
Rhodes examination v in April last, 
and one of these camb from an fnsti' 
tut ion beyond the state. 
That only 
two young men appeared from all our 
Indiana couege3 to try ihe tests for 
a scholarship netting $1,500 a year 
shows how’ very few of our present 
day students are studying two ancient 
languages. 
It is interesting to figure 
whether the Rhpdos’ scholarship will 
not tend to revive somewhat the study 
of the ancient classics. Oxford stands 
for the old way. Perhaps Cecil Rhodes 
will prove to be the unwitting mviver 
of the dead languages, especially of 
Greek, In many of our institutions. 
Its Duty to Students. 
“But quite apart from this mooted 
matter—what should a college do for 
Its students? 
It being allowed that 
its function is to prepare men for real 
life, what more detailed demands may 
we make of each higher Institution erf 
learning? 
Since life should be sym­ 
metrical, preparation for life should 
be likewise symmetrica]. 
This means 
that a college should give heed to all 
norma] types of human living. 
“Under this conception the college 
has a duty with reference to the phy­ 
sical development of its students. The 
discussion of certain athletics is per­ 
ennial, but the admission of the bene­ 
ficial character of gymnastics should 
be just as perennial. 
He who implies 
that a student should pass from study 
to recitation and from recitation to 
study again, and 
that 
colleg * life 
should follow this regular round alone, 
is a maker of the paths of death. The 
body has its rights, and these rights 
must be recognized in any proper plan 
of college life. 
Purpose of College Training. 
"Inasmuch as the very Idea of a col­ 
lege presumes that it has a vital rela­ 
tion to the mental life it may Justly 
be demanded that an institution shall 
train minds into accuracy and power-- 
into accuracy because oth rwise pow’er 
may serve falsehood: into power, be­ 
cause otherwise accuracy may prove 
the mere vanity of exactness. 
Prob­ 
ably none will deny that the function 
of the true college, as somewhat dis­ 
tinguished troui the university, la to 
give the mental life an approach to 
completeness, 
rt is plain that special­ 
ism may become too special. 
The 
ideal is stated in the sentence, a man 
should know something of everything 
and everything of something. 
"This implies that a college should 
provide both for generalism and spe­ 
cialism. 
The generalism will save the 
specialism from narrowness; and the 
specialism will save the generalism 
from Indefiniteness. 
Men sometimes 
say 
that 
intellectual 
development 
comes from studying rather than from 
a study, and that the plea for the old 
curriculum failed to take note of this 
fact. 
There Is a truth here 
And yet 
It omits an important item. 
Over- 
special ism may train the mental facul­ 
ties; but ov^r-speoialism cannot open 
the various avenues through which the 
mind 
moves 
out 
toward 
life 
and 
through which life moves In upon the 
mind 
As to the Social Side. 
“Ti en also o ir higher institutions 
should make men strong on the social 
side 
This statment does not relate 
to the frills and hows of etiquette 
though in the sen*« of social formality 
the college is not without a dutv. The 
m onadic idee, has passed, the Joys of 
fellowship should have a right of way: 
the graces of sociability should be cul­ 
tivated. 
If the world Will not be pa­ 
tient with the colleg« graduate who Is 
mainly a dandy, neither should it be 
patie ;t with him who i* mainly a 
boor. 
"But whnn ‘social’ is used a* relat 
lng to human fellowships and their 
Influence, the colleges have a large 
field. 
Often they *et lives In perma­ 
nent directions. 
Garfield’s statement 
about the log. with himself on one end 
and Mark Hopkins on the other, as con­ 
stituting a college, is over-done. 
Yet 
it holds a truth 
The first qualiih ation 
of a teacher is personality: without 
that mysterious equipment his tech­ 
nical lore lacks a sufficient channel 
and remains clogged up within his own 
nature. 
Teachers there are who pour 
power Into youth. 
Happy the young 
men and the young women who come 
under their instructions! 
Ideals of Public Service. 
"And society has a r ght to ask that 
the college shall fill students with 
noble ideals of public service. 
There 
is something defective in the work of 
any institution when it faila to send 
men out as strong servants of the state 
and nation.
